Tovm’a Appllontlon to Join PmmIo 
T iillojr Sower Project Befbre tl&e 
Commlaeloaert — Importent .lieacel 
Points Bslsed — Answer Expected 
Next Week. 

The formal application from the Town 
Council of this town to the Passaic 
Valley. Sewerage Commission to permit 
the town to join' in the Passaic river 
vadley trunk sewer project, was received 
and discussed at a meeting of the com¬ 
missioners held on Tuesday, and was 
referred to Adrian Riker, counsel for 
the commission, for an opinion on some 
of the questions raised in connection 
with the application. 

The Town Council’s application was 
prc>visional in that it named the basis 
of ratables that should be applied in de¬ 
termining the^cost to the town for its 
share of the sewer construction work, 
and it also provided that an assuran^ 
be given the commissioners that in 
the event of any more favorable con¬ 
cessions being made to Orange, East 
Orange or Montclair, the same con¬ 
cessions should apply to this town. • 
The Sewerage Commission is not 
now in a position to deal with this 
town as an original party to the con¬ 
tract. 

The belated application presents a 
new situation for the commission. It 
will be necessary for the town to obtain 
the consent of the other municipalities 
which have already signed the contract. 
The agreement by which Bloomfield 
might be admitted to the project will be 
of a special character between the com¬ 
mission and other municipalities on the 
one side, and, the town on the other. 

Another point discussed was that the 
application does not clearly show cer¬ 
tain things the commission is desirous 
of knowing. For instance, it does nbt 
set forth clearly whether Bloomfield’s 
proposal'to enter into a contract means 
that it intends to deliver its 'sewage 
at the trunk sewer or have the commis- 
5.ion construct ’a branch. At present 
Bloomfield, Orange, East Orange and 
Glen Rjdge use a joint sewer. 

Another point upon which further 
consideration must be gpven is as to what 
the probable cost to Bloomfield will be 
in joining at this time. 

There are several points about a re¬ 
solution adopted by the Town Council, 
a copy of which was submitted to the 
commission, that will be made the sub¬ 
ject of conferences within the next few 
days, at whicb it b expected the neces¬ 
sary conclude
